Executive Committee Meeting 
Merrimack County Court House 


January 8, 1968 10:00 A.M. 


The Executive Committee of the Merrimack County Delegation 
was called to order at 10:00 A.M. on the above date by Vice- 
Chairman Samuel Reddy. Those present at the meeting were, Vice

The committee voted aye unanimously and the above was passed 
and accepted. 

Voted that the Treasurer 
be authorized to borrow all tax anticipation money authorized in 
one lump sum and to re-invest same to the best advantage of the 
County, according to law. The motion was seconded by York 
and the committee voted unanimously to accept it.

Rufo moved that salary 
sub-committee be instructed to further study to determine personnel 
needs of Merrimack County Organization. [t was seconded by 
York.

Report of Bah-Gonaaittes appointed to make a 
Study of the Economics of the County Dairy Herd 


The sub-committee met with Supt. Lethbridge October 2, 1968 
in Penacook.

Lethbridge agreed to get this 
information and present it to us.

made a study of the County Dairy herd and your sub-committee 
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agreed that we should request a copy of this report, and this report 
was sent to us a few days later. 

A later meeting was called for November 15, 1968 at the County 
Court House but because of just being released from the Concord 
Hospital Mr. York could not attend. Mr. Rufo and Mr. Cheney 
did meet and did make a study of this report. A correction had 
been made in the report by Mr. Nott and presented to the com- 
mittee by Supt. Lethbridge. This correction was made available to 
Mr. York at a later date by Mr. Cheney who went to Penacook 
for this purpose. 

After careful consideration of all the information and data availa- 
ble at this time, your sub-committee reports. 

That it appears that a small saving could be made if the milking 
cows were eliminated and the milk required was purchased, but 
this savings is more than offset by the profit made in raising our 
own beef. Therefore your sub-committee is of the opinion that it is 
very difficult to separate the costs between the milking cows and 
the cattle raised for beef and recommend that the County herd be 
retained.

To The County Commissioners: 


The first year of operating the county facilities at its increased 
capacity of 215 beds has been both exciting and a challenging time. 

This report has been compiled from various items noted on the 
day report and is intended to give you some idea of the variety 
of subjects that were covered during the year. 

January 2nd, 1968 records a meeting between the Superintendent 
and Mrs. Jelley on her plans for the changing of the building to 
meet the needs of the patients and the staff problems involved. 
There is not enough space to thank all of the personnel involved 
in the excellent nursing service we now have. Special recognition 
should be given to Mrs. Mary Jelley, R. N. the Director and Mrs. 
Arlene Cote, R. N., her assistant for the excellent way in which 
they have handled the various problems of their department this 
year. Each one of the staff employees have contributed to the 
smooth and efficient operation of the nursing service to the place 
where many of our patients feel they are getting the best care 
available anywhere in the state. 

January 9, 1968 records that County Attorney Dowst informed 
us that all of the county employees would have to be covered by 
the State Retirement System and that this became effective January 
1, 1968. Steps were immediately taken to institute this program 
which consisted of holding staff meetings, discussions with the 
County Commissioners, and finally acceptance by the delegation 
of this plan. 

January 11, 1968 records a committee meeting being called by 
the various contractors involved in the new building, to try and 
arrive at a punch list. This led to a year long completion of the 
Project — the Bonding Company arranging for the sub-contractors 
to complete their work as well as various repair items to be com- 


pleted. 
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January 15, 1968 records a meeting with Anderson-Nichols to 
plan the survey of the water and sewerage lines. This led to a six 
months study and finally a presentation of the plans for the new 
sewerage treatment plant, which is to be installed sometime in the 
near future. 

January 31, 1968 records a meeting with the volunteers to discuss 
the direction their work should take. This led to a year of excellent 
progress by the volunteers and the increased effectiveness of their 
program as they now visit every patient in the home at least once 
a month. 

February 7th, 1968 records a meeting with Mr. Hilyard and 
the gentleman from Vocational Rehabilitation Planning Commission 
which led to several studies of the House of Correction and Jail 
and a proposal that the 1969 budget contain a provision for a 
part time social worker to carry out a pilot study of the needs of 
our confined men and the helps available to them. Mr. Hilyard 
is to be congratulated for the excellent way in which he handled 
the House of Correction and Jail during this year. An increasing 
problem of young offenders calls for special training of the guards 
and Mr. Hilyard arranged for the classes and teachers necessary 
for this training. 

February 14th, 1968 records a meeting with Mrs. Tibbetts and 
her food service workers regarding the problems they have en- 
countered during the first few weeks of this year. Mrs. Tibbetts and 
her diligent staff are to be commended for the successful preparation 
of over 210,000 meals. The fact that nearly all of our patients 
have commented on the tastefulness of our meals should in some 
measure be a reward to those who helped to prepare it. 

April 4th, 1968 records a meeting with Mr. Tibbetts, my as- 
sistant, regarding the problem on the farm. Mr. Tibbetts is to be 
congratulated for the excellent showing our farm made this year 
despite difficult weather conditions, and several set backs due to 
broken equipment. Elsewhere in this report you will find the ample 
supplies he was able to provide to the home. 

My sincere thanks to all for their help and guidance during this 
year of expansion. Special mention should be made of our Chief 
of Staff, Dr. J. Kenneth Mcleod. His untiring efforts during the 
months have really made the operation of this institution so much 
easier. 

Miss Bessie Gray and the Business and Professional Women’s 
Club provided a most excellent Christmas party. It was the largest 
held in the 31 years they have been presenting this program and 
I would be remiss if I did not thank “Bessie” and the members 
of her committee plus all of the merchants and friends who gave 
so willingly to our patients.
